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Texan Linked to Libya 
Arrested on Tax Charge 


DENVER, Feb. 12 (AP) — A man 
convicted of assaulting a Libyan dissi- 
dent in Colorado has been arrested by 
United States marshals in Texas in 
cases involving Federal tax evasion and 
the firebombing of a car in Canada. 

Eugene A. Tafoya, 48 years old, of El 
Paso, was taken into custody after he ; 
and his wife, Betty, were indicted 
Thursday by a Federal grand jury in 
Austin, Tex., on two counts of making 
mlstatements on income tax returns in ! 
1980 and 1981. 

Mr. Tafoya waa being held in a total 
of $1.3 million bond. His wife was re- 
leased Friday an $10,000 band. 

In Denver, an assistant United States 
attorney, Gerry Rafferty, declined to 
comment on the status of a grand jury
